THE NATION'S UNDERSTANDABLE 
PREOCCUPATION WITH THE 
UNFOLDING ECONOMIC CRISIS 

has overshadowed a significant Victory in the 
battle for same-sex marriage: the Connecticut 
Supreme Court, on October 10, ruled that gay 
and lesbian couples have a constitutional right 
to marty. 

The Nutmeg State thus joins Massachusett 
and California as states that grant same-sex 
couples marriage rights equal to those enjoyed 
by other couples. 

While Connecticut marriage licenses may 
only be legally recognized within that state due 
to the federal Defense of Marriage Act, the ruling 
nevertheless expands the intellectual contours of 
the national debate over same-sex marriage. 

The state’s high court did more than just 
issue a ringing and eloquent endorsement of 
the right of all people to be married if they so 
choose. It did so while striking down an existing 
state civil-union law that, in effect, had granted 
gays and lesbians the rights and privileges of 
heterosexual marriage so long as those unions 
were not defined as marriages. 

This sort of separate-but-equal thinking, the 
court said, violated constitutional guarantees of 

equal protection under the law. In the past, 
separate-but-equal thinking has been used to 
deny interracial couples the right to marry, 
African-American citizens the right to vote and 
access to education, and women the ability to 
pursue careers and livelihoods of their choosing. 

Three states — Vermont, New Hampshire, 
and New Jersey — embrace civil unions. At least 
four others — including Maine, Washington, 
Oregon, and Hawaii — and the District of Co- 
lumbia sanction domestic partnerships or some 
sort of legal union that affords various rights 
and responsibilities of marriage. 

While such unions and partnerships are 
welcome steps along the road to full marriage 
rights, they are not equivalent to marriage. In 
the near view, the decision by the Connecticut 
court is certainly bold. But in time in will be 
seen as merely common sense. 

The Connecticut decision also squarely 
addresses the issue of why appointed judges 
rather than elected legislatures are responsible 
for such decisions 

Again, the court's thinking is rooted in past 
civil-rights battles. Gays and lesbians, like blacks 
and women, are the victims of clear and present 
discrimination, the Connecticut Supreme Court 
argued. Since domestic partnerships and civil 
unions are not full marriages and are therefore 
unconstitutional, and because there is little 
doubt that same-sex advocates would have little 
chance of achieving full equality through the leg- 
islative process, it falls to the court to act. 

Only right-wing wackos would deny the 
need for the courts to extend equal protec- 


tion under the law to African-Americans and 
women. People of good will should applaud the 
decision by the Connecticut Supreme Court. It 
takes that state to a place where the rest of the 
nation should be. 


REPUBLICAN PARTY REPTILES 

The scale-encrusted underbelly of the Republi- 
can Party is ably demonstrating that hate and 

intolerance are vibrant forces within the GOP. 

The negative has always been an animator 
in politics, which Henry Adams once described 
as little more than “the systematic organiza- 
tion of hatreds.” 

In recent years, the Republicans have proven 
to be frighteningly adept at harnessing the dark 
side of the American polity, cultivating Old Testa- 
ment concepts of womanhood, racial stereotypes 
of blacks, and nativist fears of immigrants. 

The basest elements of the Republican base 
can not seem to shake the bizarre idea, the 
perverse characterization, that Democratic presi- 
dential candidate Barack Obama is an Islamist 
terrorist. It is a core belief, as closely held as the 
notions that the Earth is flat, that God created 
the Earth in seven days, and that Darwin is, 
well, a monkey's uncle. 

Some nut jobs, such as radio talk-show 
windbag Michael Graham, even go so far as to 
suggest — by means of a discredited computer- 
altered image of Obama speaking in front of a 
Che Guevara poster that he uploaded to his Web 
site — that Obama is a communist. Never mind 
that a student of the Koran, which he is also ac- 
cused of being, would by definition be excluded 
from the Marxist ranks. Deceit is elastic and has 


avery low common denominator. To 
the ignorant, much is profound and 
even more is scary. 

Nothing is more frightening to 
the lower rungs of Republicanism 
than an independent mind. Chris- 
topher Buckley, the son of the late 
conservative guru William F. Buckley 
and a former speechwriter for Repub- 
: lican president George H. W. Bush, is 
2 a case in point. 

Buckley, until several days ago, 

: was a columnist for the magazine his 
father founded, the National Review. 

] Was, that is, until Buckley wrote an 

; essay for media bigwig Tina Brown’s 


new Web site The Daily Beast (the- 
dailybeast.com) explaining why, 

for the first time in his life, he was 
voting for a Democrat, rather than 
Republican presidential candidate. 

Buckley’s beef with John 
McCain is symptomatic of the 
problems that some of his fellow 
Republicans have with their party’s 
candidate. 

Simply put, the case follows: 
McCain is erratic, of questionable competence, 
and has run a divisive campaign that undercuts 
his ability to lead this nation in its current mo- 
ment of crisis. 

The reaction was predictable: the National 
Review was swamped with e-mails calling for 
Buckley’s head. Buckley offered to resign. And 
his exit was arranged with all deliberate speed. 
That the son of the nation’s leading conserva- 
tive intellectual could be cashiered with such 
unseemly dispatch speaks volumes about the 
intolerance of the conservative mind-police. If 
the educated elite of the conservative movement 
can not tolerate dissent, what can the rest of the 
nation expect from the unlettered yahoos who 
bay for Obama's head? 

The right wing of the right wing has become 
unhinged by the prospect of losing the White 
House. What can the nation expect when it 
wakes up on November 5 to discover that Repub- 
licans have lost even bigger in the congressional 
elections than they did two years ago? The forces 
of hate and division are scary enough in power. 
They will be even scarier when shouting from 
the sidelines. ©

Republicans mouthing that mantra. 
If followed to its conclusion, the 
result in 2012 will be the same as it 
was in 1936 when the Republicans 
nominated Alf Landon after the FDR 
landslide in 1932, and in 1972 when 
the Democrats nominated George 
McGovern after the GOP won the 
White House in 1968. 

They’ll lose in a landslide even 
worse than in 2008. 


POPULISM CONTEST 

But beyond that, the Republicans 
could face an even greater challenge. 
times economic turmoil, Amer- 
ican history teaches that voters 
usually seek out populist alterna- 
tive. The greatest political threat 
FDR in the early ’30s came not from 
the Republicans but from his own 
party’s Huey Long, with his “share 
the wealth” economics. Likewise, 
the the 1890s produced 
populist William Jennings Bryan, 
whom the Democrats actually nomi- 
nated their candidate three times 
(he lost each time). 

Outside figure-from-the- 
past Pat Buchanan who could 
always mount a comeback — the 
Republicans have no one credible to 
speak working-class voters. Their 
efforts populism over the past 
years have focused almost entirely 
on social issues, not economic 
ones. Besides, Newt 
efforts 
notwithstanding, the 
fingerprints 
are not only all over 
the current economic 
swoon, their presi- 
dent, their 2008 can- 
didate, and a large 
number of their mem- 
bers voted for the Wall 
Street bailout. 

An Obama presi- 
dency would undoubt- 
edly try to co-opt the 
populist economic 
argument, in much 
the same way FDR did in the early 
‘30s. But it’s not at all clear he will 
be successful. (To be fair, had Long 
not been removed from the scene 

1935, it’s unclear how successful 
FDR’ political future would have 
been, either.) Sure, an eventual 
recovery will go a long way to solv- 
ing President Obama’s problem 
with working-class voters, but his 
hands will be tied politically, to some 
extent, since most of the Democratic 
Party has been bed with the invest- 
ment bankers and the deregulators 


just as much as have 
the Republicans. 
Isn't Bob Rubin just 
Hank Paulsen dif- 
ferent suit? 

This suggests 
that Obama wins, 
the real political 
energy the country 
over the next sev- 
eral years may come 
from new populist 
political force. Would 
someone challenge 
Obama from the left? 
Unlikely. But already 
there are arguments 
from such political 
theorists Michael 
Barone and Steve 
Sailer that the cheap 
mortgages, which 
led the housing 
crisis, which precipi- 
tated the financial 
crisis, were directly 
related to the immi- 
gration boom. Such 
arguments are 
made-to-order for 
someone like CNN’s 
Lou Dobbs, who has 
recently been railing 
against the lacklus- 
ter efforts solve 
the financial crisis 
with gusto, much 
he attacks the gov- 
ernment’s failures 
enforce immigra- 
tion laws. 

In other words, 
Dobbs — or a counter- 
part likely bea 
“third party” political 
force to watch after 
November 4. That's 
not politics usual. 
But neither the era 
now facing.

na world wracked with uncertainty, there is 

least one thing you can bet on: pick fight 

with the Church of Scientology (CoS), and its 

leaders will fight back — always with vigor, 

often with vengeance, and sometimes with 
litigation that can long and costly. 

The idea locking legal horns with the CoS 
enough cool the ardor some critics. 
But that is not Gregg Housh’s style. Housh, an 
Internet activist and provocateur, is not an easy guy 
characterize. member group that calls itself 
“Anonymous,” Housh pitted what appears 
escalating rift with the CoS. Core constitu- 
tional issues such freedom speech and freedom 
religion are central the dispute. 

Almost months ago, Housh helped launch 
protest group that he now describes as the world’s 
fastest-growing grassroots movement (mobilizing

GREGG HOUSH COMMITTED BRINGING DOWN THE CHURCH 


Housh is himself a rather casual, almost ran- 
dom sort activist. seventh-grade dropout, 
devout atheist, and proud computer troll, 
claims loathe all political parties equally, and 
could give damn about Greenpeace, PETA, 
any other picket-happy causes. fact, had the 
CoS not “messed” with what thinks his 
Internets, Housh would probably wasting 
his spare time sparking Web mischief instead 
dedicating approximately hours every week 
Anonymous, his now infamously masked group, 
whose mission seems toying with Ron 
Hubbard’s minions. 

Born in Dallas in 1976, Housh deserted middle 
school pursue technological endeavors. He’s 
been hacker, programmer, and hardware 
technician, leaving one city for another every 
time got bored and found attractive new 
job offer. In 2002, he moved from the Florida 
Keys to Boston for a gig in financial analytics, 
but quit after finding cubicle life impos- 
sibly tedious. still lives the Boston area 
and still works with computers (his current job

one two things discuss, the 
other being the three months he served in 
federal prison for copyright infringement via 
software piracy), but Housh hardly bling- 
ing off the Commonwealth's supposed tech 
boom. January the day and four 
other Anonymous members (or Anons, as 
they call themselves) posted their “Message to 
Scientology” video YouTube reports 
having had just $144 in the bank. Less than 
one year later, he describes his account as 
negative-$1400 and plummeting. 

Since the CoS successfully pursued crimi- 
nal complaints against him this past March, 
Housh has endured pre-trial dates for 
charges including harassment and disturb- 
ing the peace. You might think guy who’s 
inundated with litigation would step off, or, 
least, avoid exacerbating his legal predica- 
ment and feud with the well-endowed CoS by 
spilling any and all inquiring reporters. But 
Housh is like Cool Hand Luke (without the 
chiseled abs), quixotic figure who, perhaps 
against his better judgment, has refused 
back down. The first time the Phoenix contact- 
him for this profile, stated, quite seri- 
ously: “The more they come me, the more 
I’m going right back these fuckers.” 


SPEECH? DISTURBING 

THE PEACE? 

Today, on October 11, Housh can't join his 
associates to rally outside the CoS’s Boston 
property for the ninth Anonymous protest in 
nine months due restraining order set 
by the Boston Municipal Court, he’s forbid- 
den to walk within 100 yards of the church 
building at 448 Beacon Street. But that 
doesn’t stop him from participating: 11:30 
am, he emerges from the Hynes Convention 
Center MBTA stop with a dozen other Anons, 
most whom are dressed zombies what 
they say is homage to CoS members who ei- 
ther died under questionable circumstances 
or committed suicide. The jovially raucous 
group parades down Newbury Street, then 
hangs left down Hereford Street chanting 
“Scientology kills,” effectively shattering 
Back Bay’s tree-lined tranquility and gaining 
the attention of any and all passers-by. 

After Housh makes plans reunite with 
the group later near Boston University, his 
accomplices join about other Anons who 
are already outside the CoS building wield- 
ing literature and signs. These costumed 


pranksters have singular goal, which, 
according to an October 4 Anonymous press 
release, expose “the illegal and immor- 
al behavior of the Church of Scientology.” 
Their oak tags read: “Ron Gone But 

the Con Lives On,” “Honk You Oppose 
Scientology,” and various slogans alleging 
that the CoS shatters families and finan- 
cially fleeces its members. 

Taking cues from boom boxes two 
corners the intersection Hereford and 
Beacon, the Anons dance hysterically to 
their anthem, “Tom Cruise Crazy,” plus 
Haddaway’s “What Love?”, Rick Astley’s 
“Together Forever,” and several other songs 
that were recorded when most of these late 
teens and twentysomethings were wearing 
Pampers. anything, their antics are silly; 
the police officers on duty see no need for 
alarm one appears doze off, while the 
other thumbs newspaper. Through the 
ordeal, CoS members, who the past have 
openly taped and photographed protesters, 
utterly ignore the scene, cordially entering 
and exiting the church small groups 
if there weren’t 40 young adults mocking 
them and shouting insults. Passing pedes- 
trians and motorists, however, pay atten- 
tion: maybe two out every drivers heed 
one sign that reads “Honk You Oppose 
Destructive Cults.” 

For students from the nearby optometry 
school, as well as most other observers snap- 
ping cell-phone pics and chuckling, the com- 
pelling visual attraction the fact that many 
of these Anonymous members are wearing 
Guy Fawkes masks inspired the film 
for Vendetta. But while the masks were first 
intended conceal their identities and pro- 
tect against CoS retaliation, Anonymous’s sig- 
nature accessory might its legal undoing. 
Church authorities already know the identi- 
ties least six other local Anons (and hun- 
dreds nationwide), and have threatened legal 
action against past and future protest activity. 
The CoS argues that masks combined with 
the group’s aggressive behavior constitute 
criminal harassment: “Anonymous seems 
have the mistaken impression that mask 
wearing protected form free speech,” 
Says Boston CoS attorney Marc LaCasse. “Mask 
wearing, in fact, is not speech — it is conduct 
itis disturbing religious worship, and 
disturbing the peace.” 

Still, Housh and other devout opera- 
tives soldier consistently turning out 
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monthly protests front Scientology 
churches across the planet. (The next is 
scheduled take place internationally this 
weekend Saturday, October 18; Boston 
Anonymous held its monthly event this past 
weekend instead, its members will 
busy this weekend handing out flyers the 
Head of the Charles Regatta.) Alex Vanino —

That said, he’s not socially aes- 
thetically rugged whatsoever. Housh doesn’t 
much drink booze get high soda 
pop and controversy-fueled adrenaline are his 
intoxicants choice.

One year ago, Housh never would have 
thought that even semi-extroverted com- 
puter types like him could mobilize the 
flesh, thousands have since done ral- 
lies that Anonymous says span more than 
100 cities countries. Nor did 
have reason to. and other regular visitors 
gleefully raunchy image boards such 
7uchan.org and 4chan.org had pulled sev- 
eral stunts such the “Great Habbo Hotel 
Raid of '06,” in which users bombarded the 
virtual social-networking site Habbo with 
thousands Don avatars but 
they were hardly prone public tomfoolery. 
Until recently, most pedestrian Web surfers 
had no idea what Housh, or any of the other 
who instigate Internet pranks and post 
degenerate pictures were to. 

“T’'ve been on 4chan for years, and it’s not 
Web site you would ever want send your 
to,” says Housh. “Originally, forced 
people log anonymously, which 
where the name ‘Anonymous’ comes from. 
One the goals threads there simply 
scare people away it’s always been one 
those places that you when bored 
and you just want something really vulgar 
entertain you.” 

4chan frolicking took dramatic 
turn January 14, after Hollywood investiga- 
tive journalist Mark Ebner posted a video of 
Tom Cruise touting Scientology’s virtues 
YouTube. Presumably embarrassed the 
leaked footage which Cruise claims that 
believers are the only people who are capable 
helping car-crash victims CoS attorneys, 
citing intellectual property rights and the 
Digital Millennium Copyright Act (DMCA), 
pressed YouTube remove the clip just hours 
after was posted. quickly YouTube 
yanked it, and Internet Relay Chat (IRC) 
channels spewed forth assertions that the 
DMCA was being abused. least three rebels 
re-posted the video YouTube. Those post- 
ings, too, were removed almost

THE REAL WORLD 

Housh and his Anonymous peers are hardly 
the first fight the CoS online. The original 
anti-Scientology Web site, the newsgroup alt. 
July 1991. For its first three years, the site ac- 
tually served forum for believers and dis- 
senters to exchange opinions, but by 1994 us- 
ers the Scientology side had had enough. 
written CoS staffer Elaine Siegel 
addressed church strategy vis-a-vis dealing 
with dissenters the Web. “If you imagine 
Scientologists posting the Internet 
every few days, just run the SPs 
pressive Persons] right off the system. will 
quite simple would like hear from 
you on your ideas to make the Internet a safe 
space for Scientology expand into.” Her 
memo seemed enrage secular 
scientology regulars. 

The CoS did more than just post pro- 
Scientology messages where opposition 
surfaced. In 1995, it turned to the justice sys- 
tem, claiming that its copyrighted files were 
being illegally posted alt.religion.scientol- 
ogy. The dispute over such materials, which 
parishioners pay tens even hundreds 
thousands dollars obtain their jour- 
ney — or “bridge” — to enlightenment, has 
been the centerpiece most CoS feuds with 
Web detractors. That year, the FBI raided 
several Usenet posters’ homes, including 
that former Scientologist Arnaldo Lerma 
Arlington, Virginia, seizing his computer 
and data-storage devices. 

The CoS has well-documented history 
battling opponents: Boston attorney Michael 
Flynn, who filed lawsuits through the 1980s 
on behalf of former CoS devotees, was sued 
more than dozen times. Reporters, who 
CoS founder Hubbard labeled “merchants 
chaos,” have also been targeted; former Time 
magazine journalist Richard Behar, whose 
1991 exposé “The Thriving Cult Creed and 
Power” provoked widespread anti-CoS senti- 
ment, found himself under surveillance by 
CoS investigators while his magazine was 
sued for $416 million. (The suit was ulti- 
mately dismissed, but only after Time Warner 
Inc. spent million defending itself.) But 
whereas individuals and even corporations 
were relatively easy tie lawsuits, the 
Web posed newer, less containable wave 
of protest. In a December 1995 Wired article 
titled “alt.scientology.war,” writer Wendy 
Crossman described the rift “mortal com- 
bat between two alien cultures. fight 
that has burst the banks the Net and into 
the real world of police, lawyers, and armed 
search and seizure.” (The CoS declined com- 
ment copyright-related litigation.) 

CoS actions quiet online 
enemies have provoked great deal 
anger. According Seltzer, con- 
trarian sites such xenu.net have 
proliferated result. Launched 
1996 Norwegian tech-provoca- 
teur Andreas Heldal-Lund, xenu. 
net comprehensive anti-CoS 
clearing-house better known 
Operation Clambake became 
hub for multimedia, ranging from 
articles condemning Scientology 
detailed insider accounts written 
former church officials and secret Hubbard 
recordings. The church has sued, among 
others, Heldal-Lund, his service provider, 
and Google over Operation Clambake post- 
ings. has succeeded having various 
copyrighted materials removed. Yet xenu. 
net remains alive and clicking. Xenu, the

There was, however, lack organiza- 
tion.

to trust you as leaders has been 
made clear us. Anonymous 
has therefore decided that 

your organization should 

destroyed.” 

first the message the 
video which also promised “We 
not forgive. not forget. 
Expect us.” was mostly bark 
inspired tough talk that Housh 

and his comrades likely internal- 
ized from sci-fi antagonists. But 
then legions followed suit. Though 
Housh contends that did not 
participate the ensuing cyber 
raids, which the CoS calls “cyber- 
terrorism,” the bomb threats 
that Boston CoS members allegedly 
giggles when discussing how 
CoS-related sites were terrorized the days 
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was posted. 

“People started going into channels and 
saying, ‘Take this tool, go to this site, and 
run it,’ ” remembers Housh of the potentially 
dangerous computer viruses that circulated 
through 4chan. really stupid 
because you don’t know what kind virus 
was there, but the people creating these 
tools were not designing them hurt us— 
they were designed to hurt them. There wasn’t 
real skill being used other than few peo- 
ple who showed with real DDS [Distributed 
Denial Service] capabilities the masses 
were mostly just killing bandwidth slowing 
sites down and making them die every now 
and then.” 

With “Message Scientology” drawing 
YouTube hits in the millions, the IRC chan- 
that birthed the movement consequently 
had flood new arrivals who were eager 
enlist with Project Chanology. When the 
heavy traffic made difficult for people 
engage dialogue, one member 
ad-lib press corps suggested that Anons break 
off into channels according their home- 
towns. “It was doable because just know- 
ing what city someone doesn’t mean 
they have give their identity,” says. 
“People could remain anonymous.” 

With users separated into dozens geo- 
graphic groups locale including London, 
Boston, Tokyo, and Southern California one 
member the original press group (who has 
remained anonymous) reportedly realized 
that there was potential take the project 
another level they could mobilize man- 
power off line. “We were just screwing with 
the Scientologists because was fun screw 
with them,” says Housh. “But one guy was 
saying that, actually did something and 
the organization really went somewhere, then 
we've changed the face activism this 
planet for good.” 

On January 27 Housh and his cronies 
posted “Call Action” YouTube. The 
video picked where “Message” finished, 
declaring: “Anonymous not simply group 
super hackers. Anonymous collec- 
tive individuals united awareness 
that someone must the right thing. 
Among our numbers you will find individu- 
als from all walks life lawyers, parents, 
professionals, members law enforce- 
We have no leaders . . . Anonymous invites 
protest outside Scientology centers 
worldwide.” The announcement called for 
folks rally February the birthday 
Lisa McPherson, Scientologist who 
Anonymous alleges, and the CoS denies, died 
December 1995 because church officials 
blocked her from receiving adequate medical 
and psychiatric treatment. 

With plans protest the Beacon Street 
CoS the next morning, Housh says began 
word the evening February 
that Anons were already showing other 
cities. “First there were six people New 
Zealand,” recalls. “Then Sydney, Australia, 
happened, and there were 250 people there. 
Then Perth, Adelaide, and Melbourne they 
all had over 100 people broke 1000 
before left Australia. There was even one 
guy Tokyo with balls steel who went and 
picketed himself. love that guy.” 

When Housh finally met Back Bay 
with other local Anons, throngs of protesters 
were already outside churches Hamburg, 
Berlin, Tel-Aviv, and London. In Boston, 
Housh filed protest permit with the trans- 
portation department for people 
end, claims, there were about 280 

masked Anons. (For events held since April 
Boston, that number has thinned 
steady 40 or 50. Anonymous claims that, 
across the globe, approximately 10,000 people 
participated the first, February event. 
CoS attorney LaCasse claims those numbers 
are inflated.) Making good 
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pledge fight long and hard, Housh courted

Housh not the only Anon face 
Scientology’s litigation tactics. Los Angeles 
protester named Sean Carasov spent hours 
behind bars and more than $5000 fight- 
ing charges that stemmed from CoS com- 
plaints further claims that someone 
from the church near his East Hollywood 
home poisoned his cat. Unlike Housh, 
Carasov has no idea how he was outed. 

Having had legitimate organizational expe- 
rience in the real-life work force as a record- 
industry veteran who has worked closely with 
the Clash and the Beastie Boys, Carasov took 
unofficial leadership role with the SoCal 
Anons early on. In addition to the monthly 
protests, he and another since-outed dissi- 
dent named Gareth Alan Cales orchestrated 
“mini raids” just remind the CoS that they 
were still out there. One such incident took 
place March but without Cales there 
tame him, Carasov self-described “ex- 
soccer hooligan who likes punch every 
now and then” heaved torrent insults 
camcorder-wielding Scientologists. Two 
days later, the CoS posted the video (ironically 
YouTube) exposing his identity. Four days 
later, at the second official Anonymous pro- 
test, was arrested for making felony crimi- 
nal threats for his actions March 11. The 
charges were ultimately dropped for lack 
evidence, but for reasons including, as he con- 
tends, his fear covert CoS tactics, Carasov 
has since hung his mask. 

“This fucking thing punched big hole 
life,” says Carasov. “We all knew they 
were crazy, but didn’t think they could get 
away with this shit. almost have grudging 
it’s part the game. fucked 
with them, and they fucked the ass. 
Plus, they only recruit rich people into the 
church anyway, and fucking hate rich peo- 

ple. they’re stupid enough there the 


first place, then why should help them?” 
Housh reacts differently, even though 
the CoS has (admittedly) sent investigators 
follow him, and even though his legal woes 
have end sight. Between rallies, helps 
maintain whyweprotest.net dynamic 
hub for all things Anonymous that boasts 
400,000-person list and consults for 
other anti-CoS sites, including exscientology- 
kids.com, which is operated by three church 
defectors, including Jenna Miscavige Hill, the 
niece Scientology leader David Miscavige. 
September, two new charges were brought 
against Housh for disturbing the peace and 
disturbing religious worship. far, the case 
has passed through the hands of four different 
Boston Municipal Court judges, with three 
charges remaining intact. 

While Anonymous has formal hierar- 
chy, it appears that, when it comes to issues 
involving the CoS in Boston, Housh is a key 
organizer: still, renegade Anons didn’t have 
consult with Housh (and didn’t) about 
picketing Katie Holmes’s Broadway debut 
earlier this month New York (in previews, 
and they planned protest Opening Night 
this week), or hacking Sarah Palin's e-mail 
this past month, “raiding” various Web 
sites with whom they have beef, such 
allhiphop.com June. 

Still, while there are sanctioned lead- 
ers, Anonymous has advanced an uncompro- 
mising strike against Scientology. 

“None of us had any clue about how to do 
any this before,” says Housh, “and now peo- 
ple are starting recognize us. were hand- 
ing out flyers Boylston Street recently and 
this one guy walked right past us, yelled, 
“Sir least tell that with When 
realized that were against Scientology, 
turned around, told our cam- 
eras, stuck both middle fingers the air, and 
yelled, ‘Hey, Tom Cruise fuck 
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GENDER AND STAND-UP AND RAPE JOKES MY!

andra Bernhard was supposed to be 
performing Boston this week. 
The notoriously controversial 
comedian and performance artist 
was scheduled to headline Funny 
Women . . . Serious Business, a fundraiser for 
Rosie’s Place, on October 16 at the Hynes 
Convention Center, but was dropped from 
the show when officials from the women’s 
shelter got wind of some of her latest edgy 
material from performance she 
gave Washington, DC. Specifically, 
Bernhard sarcastically predicted that 
when Governor Sarah Palin made trip 
to Manhattan, she “would be gang-raped 
by my big, black brothers.” That didn’t go 
over well Rosie’s Place. 

In a statement issued by e-mail earlier 
this week, Rosie’s Place Executive Director 
Sue Marsh wrote, “We just learned of Ms. 
Bernhard’s remarks about Sarah Palin and 
were shocked and deeply disturbed. 
not condone nor support her comments. 
Rosie’s Place provides safe haven for poor 
and homeless women, some of whom 
have experienced violence their lives. 
Therefore, we do not believe that violence 
against women joking matter and 
will not be including Ms. Bernhard in our 
upcoming fundraising event.” 

Bernhard has since been replaced 
Carol Leifer as the headliner for the Rosie’s 
Place event. When I contacted Bernhard’s 
publicist for comment, referred 
a statement that Bernhard made to the 
Huffington Post, in which she denied making 
any jokes about gang rape or rape at all dur- 
ing the show. She further said that she’s 
unapologetic for outrageous material and 
that she’s concerned about Palin’s stance 
reproductive rights. Bernhard told the 
that, criticizing Palin for opposing 
abortion rights, her material “challenged 
whether [Palin] would keep the baby she 
became pregnant after being violated 
group black men New York.” 

Which begs the question: ever okay 

use “rape” punch line? Some, like 
Boston comedian Bethany Van Delft, think 
it’s not the concept but the context 
that made Bernhard’s material 


so controversial. “Bernhardt’s words were 
irresponsible — not as a comedian, but as 
a woman,” says Van Delft. “I don’t want to 
Say you can never joke about rape, but you 
have exceptionally funny make 
funny. Otherwise, you’re just saying it to 
shocking. feel what Bernhard’s say- 
ing is that she hates Sarah Palin that much. 
she’d wished gang rape John McCain, 
would laugh.” 

Comedian Maria Ciampa echoes the sen- 
timent. “Context everything,” she says. 
“George Carlin taught that. People are 
sensitive to hot-button words. They freeze 
up, they don’t want to listen. .. . Oncea 
comedian starts using anger and becoming 
aggressive and threatening toward other 
people, it’s not funny, whether that come- 
dian is a man or a woman.” 

Well, then, how does one define 
“funny,” exactly? Is it all about the jokes? 
The delivery? Context? Contrast? Gender? 
combination all these things? 

There are certain topics and buzzwords 
that seem to rarely, even never, be funny. 
A rookie mistake that amateur comedians 
often make attack these topics head- 
on and do a set filled with material that 
they perceive pushing the envelope. 
Newsflash, Monday-night bringer-show 
kings and queens: just because word 
phrase culturally sensitive does not make 
fodder for comedy gold. 

“The challenge for comedian 
make whatever words she chooses mean- 
ingful, and have a point,” says Ciampa. 
“Do men and women have different 
responsibilities when it comes to mate- 
rial? don’t think so. think it’s human 
responsibility use comedy help people 
think differently.” 


MEN ARE FROM MARS, 
FUNNY? 
Regardless of whether men and women 
have responsibilities their respective 
genders, both face the same obstacles when 
stepping onstage encourage room full 
of strangers to identify with, be entertained 
y, and laugh at their stories. But there’s 
a general Neanderthalian attitude about 
female comedians: they’re 
limited telling jokes 
about “girl” things, and 
therefore can’t possibly 
compete with their male 
counterparts. (Because, 
let me tell you, watch- 
ing a fat, scruffy dude 
with hair in all the 
wrong places tell jokes 
about his teensy, flac 
cid member is nothing 
less than a gut-bustin’ 
chuckle fest, every 
single time.) 
The bar is set 
awfully high for 
female comics. In 
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2006, Maxim magazine issued a list of the 
worst comedians all time, and six 
them (including Bernhard) were women. 
(Of the six gents this knuckle-dragging 
lad list, two were minorities and one was 
born in Russia. Surely, this was a roster 
Rush Limbaugh must have approved.) 

Then, in January 2007, Christopher 
Hitchens penned essay for Vanity Fair 
entitled “Why Women Aren’t Funny.” 
Among his reasons? Women don’t need 
funny order attract men. Needless 
to say, a lot of women were pissed. The 
topic still relevant, perhaps even more 
so now that there’s an increasing number 
female comedians peppering the stand- 
up scene, especially here in Boston. 

don’t think it’s any more difficult 
comedy than any other field,” says 
Van Delft gender-related professional 
obstacles. think every woman faces this 
some degree every field they choose.” 

“I think any comedian, male or 
female, has challenge when they 
hit that stage,” says comedian Kelly 
MacFarland. “They have win over the 
crowd. But, there is that whole ‘boys’ 
club’ mentality. If there’s a full crowd 
and a guy walks up, they immediately 
have the guys their side. Same for 
women with women. think the business 
world runs that way, as well.” 

Hitchens did touch briefly upon why 
men don’t think women are funny, which 
actually poses interesting question. 
Due their gender bias, men and women 
have vastly different cultural perspectives. 

make sense that they then 
have vastly different comedic perspectives? 
Just because a man doesn’t think that a 
joke about lady cramps hilarious doesn’t 
mean it’s not. 

Okay, maybe that’s bad example. 

But still, men think other men are 
funny and women think other women are 
funny for the same reason that Bible Belt 
housewives love Sarah Palin and Barbecue 
Belt sharpshooters love Ted Nugent they 
have shared perspective. 

“It’s such a catch-22,” says MacFarland, 
whose résumé includes appearances 
Comedy Central's Premium Blend, NBC’s 
The Biggest Loser and The Today Show, and 
Cartoon Network’s Adult Swim, “because 
if 1 say that women are just as funny as 
men, any man reading this will think, 

‘Of course she’s going to say that — she’s 
woman.’ So, the douchebags reading 
lis, if you could just stop for a second and 
t k — this is coming from a woman who 
has proven herself and has worked with 
men and women comedians across the 
country. Women are just as funny as men. 
I’ve worked with men and women who are 
nny and who aren't funny. You're either 
funny or you're not. Tits or no tits.” ©

all you have to do is build a spaceship that

For more than 50 
years, he’s been obsessed with finding a 
way the past. Specifically, the 
Bronx, in 1955.

that helped lead the fatal heart attack 
suffered at the age of 33. 

The “overwhelming shock” his father’s 
death caused Mallett, now 63, to “just dis- 
connect from reality,” he says. So when, 
at age 10, he started building a jury-rigged 
jalopy, based on the gyroscopic contraption 
on the cover of the Classics Illustrated version of 
H.G. Wells’s TheTime Machine, it might have 
seemed had gone over the edge. 

But the next decades only saw Mallett’s 
focus on his mission intensify with laser-like 
precision. devoured every book Einstein 
he could find. He boned up on differential 
equations and tensor calculus. And by 1973, 
at Penn State, he’d earned his Ph.D. Moved 
the intensely personal nature his quest, 
Spike Lee announced this past summer that 
he’s currently writing a screenplay for a 
book, Time Traveler (Thunder's Mouth, 2006). 

On Mallett’s cluttered desk sits a small 
placard: “If the facts do not conform to the 
theory, they must be disposed of.” A bit of 
geek humor, But Mallett knew that there 
was nothing in the laws of physics that said 
time travel was impossible. And now his 
groundbreaking theories about the nature 
space-time are about borne out 
Connecticut laboratory. 

Many scientists have wondered about the 
possibility of time travel, says Dr. Philip D. 
Mannheim, a UConn professor specializing 
particle and field theory who occupies the 
office next to Mallett’s, but it’s always “only 
ever been at the theoretical stage. Ron is one 
the people who actually setting out 
it. The proof the pudding will the eat- 
ing. The theoretical ideas that we have seem 
permit it. But nonetheless, you still want 
see it happen. And that’s what Ron is doing. 
He’s worked through /Einstein’s theory of] 
general relativity find way apply these 
ideas in a tractable situation.” 

Mallett is convinced that time travel will 
become a reality sooner rather than later. 
“What I’m doing | like to think of as analo- 
gous to the Wright brothers,” he says. “They 
sent this rickety craft across a few hundred 
yards of beach. But with the technological 
acceleration that happened after that, by the 
middle of the century we had intercontinen- 
tal air travel. This is only the beginning. Once 
it can be shown to be done, even in the sim- 
plest case, then what we learn from that will 
be incredible.” 


THE DEATH SUPERMAN 
When I first meet Mallett, he’s just returned 
from the premiere of Miracle at St. Anna in New 
York. He'd attended as one of Spike Lee’s 
invited guests, and shows stack 
snapshots of him posing with Lee, and with 
the cast.

“Walter Matthau, Jackie Cooper — he 
was like television repairman to the stars,” 
Mallett remembers with a laugh.

He 
pried open the guts of the family TV set 
and taught him the rudiments how 
worked. 


just like that, he was gone. 

y whole world literally revolved 
around him,” says Mallett. “He looked like 
this strong, robust man. When he died of 
t sive heart attack, it was as though 
the impossible had happened. He was like 
Superman. I was just in a daze.” 

Mallett stayed that way for a year. 
Until one day happened across that 
copy of The Time Machine. The words spo- 
ken by that unnamed time traveler — 
“Scientific people . . . know very well that 
Time only kind Space” struck 
Mallett like a bolt from the blue. 

“That you can move forward and back- 
ward in time, just as you can move forward 
and backward space knew that this 
was the solution to my problem,” he says. “I 
read it again and again and again.” 

And when the time machine he cobbled 
together didn’t work, figured, maybe 
I just needed to know 
more.” It wasn’t long 
before Mallett got his 
hands paperback ver- 
sion of Lincoln Barnett’s 
The Universe and Dr. Einstein, 
which puts the concepts 
of Einstein’s abstruse 
relativity theories in as 
plain English possible. 
“I knew if I could under- 
stand what Einstein was 
saying,” says Mallett, 
“then maybe I could put 
that together with this 
desire to build a time 


machine.” 


LIVING TWO LIVES 
The rest, as they say, is 
history. (Or, depending 
when reading this, 
the future.) Mallett was 
never particularly mathematically inclined. 
“It was pain the neck when father 
would make me go through the multiplica- 
tion tables before I could get my allowance,” 
he says. But after his dad’s death, he willed 
himself to like nurnbers. 

“Because | had this goal, this mission, 

1 realized I was going to have to do it,” says 
Mallett. “I knew science and math were 
going to be the keys.” Serendipitously, 

if pure arithmetic was a crashing bore, 
Mallett found he had a natural affinity 

for complex analytical math. “For some 
reason, just the way my mind works, it 
came with little effort whatsoever. 
would just for fun. Literally, just was 
thrilled it.” 

Yet despite Mallett’s numerical perspi- 
cacity, the world wasn’t exactly an open 
book when graduated high school 
1962. He was shy and socially awkward. 
He'd never been kissed. And, of course, 
was working-class African-American 
whose single mother was struggling to sup- 
port four kids. 

Mallett joined the Air Force. After dodg- 
ing racist taunts segregated Biloxi, 
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FIRST FRONTIERSMAN far, one has found fault with time-travel equations, 
which are based general theory relativity. 


Mississippi, during basic training, was 
transferred to Lockbourne AFB in Ohio, 
where studied electronics and comput- 
ers and, in his free time, took correspon- 
dence courses advanced math and pored 
over the entrancingly beautiful equations 
Schrodinger and Godel. 

Upon his discharge from the service, 
Mallett landed in Happy Valley (a/k/a/ Penn 
State), where he’d go on to earn his bache- 
lor’s, his master’s, and his Ph.D. He joined 
the physics faculty at UConn in 1973, and has 
been there ever since. 

But for at least the 
first two-and-a-half 
decades spent Storrs, 
Connecticut, he lived in 
what he describes now as 
“the closet.” Even when 
he was a boy, building 
a time machine out of 
junk desperate hope 
reuniting with his dad, 
Mallett recalls, “I was 
astute enough to realize 
that people were worried 
about me, and somehow I 
didn’t think was good 
idea to tell them I wanted 
build time machine.” 
As an academic at a large 
university, he felt doubly 
compelled keep his mis- 
sion under wraps. After 
all, a physicist confessing 
one’s colleagues that wants build 
zoology wanting to take a leave of absence 
search for Sasquatch the Loch Ness 
Monster. 

Indeed, Mallett often felt like he was 
“living two different lives.” By day, he was a 
jovial faculty member, conducting lectures, 
advising grad students, and penning provoc- 
ative papers about black holes, gravitation, 
and quantum cosmology that were published 
to plaudits in peer-reviewed science journals. 

night, return home, playing

over and over again as he filled notebook 
after notebook with blizzards scrawled 
equations, despairing that an answer was 
just out reach. 

“It played havoc with my personal 
life,” he confesses. “I think it eroded my 
first marriage. the people [at 

would upbeat, everything was going 
fine, but when I would go home, I wen 
into these very depressed moods. 
whole reason for being — my whole reason 
for being a physicist — was so I could see 
my father again.” 


THE SWEETNESS TECHNOLOGY 
Mallett had equational epiphany sorts 
in 1999. And it was not long after, he says, 
that, “in a sense, I was dragged out of the 
closet.” The ideas behind his eureka moment 
are complicated for the layman, but suffice 
it to say that they’re based on Einstein’s 
general theory of relativity — as opposed to 
Einstein’s special theory mentioned above 
and have with the gravitational twist- 
ing space (and, ideally, time) directed 
beams light. (Read about them more 
detail at thePhoenix.com.) 

But just this breakthrough seemed 
advance him closer than he’d ever been to his 
dream father-son reunion, the cold sting 
logic put the kibosh on Mallett’s exuberance. 

Yes, time travel was theoretically possi- 
ble. And yes, he seemed to have found a way 
make happen. But, realized sudden- 
ly, any time machine built based upon his 
theories would only allow traveler return 
the moment the machine was switched on. Ipso 
facto, would impossible travel back 
a time before the machine was invented. 

was cold comfort that that fact still 
provided satisfying rebuttal the age- 
old argument against the existence of time 
travel (which went, “If it exists, why haven't 
we been visited by people from the future?”). 
Because it also meant that Mallett could not 
possibly travel back to 1955. He would never 
see his father again. 

When | ask if this revelation crushed him, 
Mallett philosophical. “It wasn’t devastat- 
ing. was sad. But here’s the thing: there’s 
notion called the ‘sweetness tech- 
nology’ that say, just knowing that 
you can do it, and that you have been able to 
do it. That was inspired by my father.” That 
understanding, he says, was enough to make 
all his long decades work worthwhile. 

And was gratifying, too, see his col- 
leagues and fellow physicists validating (or 
least not debunking) his findings. 
ideas have been politely received — albeit some- 
times with a raised eyebrow — and, to date, 
one has found fault with his calculations. 
general theory relativity. This 
Mallett’s Theory Time Travel.’ That’s why 
colleagues have taken seriously.” 


TWISTING TIME 

Edward Farhi, the director of MIT’s Center 

for Theoretical Physics, isn’t familiar with 
Mallett’s work, but takes a dim view of time 
travel’s plausibility. Yes, “there’s absolutely 

not the slightest doubt that time flexible 
thing,” he says. “And there's also not the slight- 
est doubt that you could into the future (as 
illustrated the spaceship example above). 


But what seems to be unlikely, or impossible, is 
for you back time. seen evidence 
for it in anything I've studied in physics. I've 
seen evidence against it. If you could go back 

in time, the whole causal structure of physics 
would change: presumably you could affect 
things before they occurred, and it’s very hard 
to imagine a consistent way of doing physics 

that could happen.” (As explained Mallett 
when discussing any future time machine’s 
limitations, the two men’s conception of travel 
to the past are not mutually exclusive.) 

Nonetheless, recent years have seen 
Mallett relatively rare collaboration 
between theoretical and experimental physi- 
cists working with his UConn physics 
colleague Chandra Roychoudhuri, research 
professor who specializes lasers, pro- 
totype that might test his theories, which 
involve laser beams twisting space and time 
into a traversable loop. 

starting small. “Not only you 
want high-intensity laser beams, but over 
very small region,” explains. “The effect 
becomes greater the smaller the area.” 

If that experiment succeeds, then it 
would the next: trying confirm 
that that twisting space leads the twist- 
ing time. The idea drop tiny neutrons 
into that tortioned space. Mallett’s theories 
held water, the subatomic particles would 
travel fractions second backward time. 

The actual science behind all this daunt- 
ingly complex. And though once took 
out provisional patent for what called 
LOTART (Laser Optical Time Machine and 
Receiver Transmitter), an early-warning 
device that might allow the reception sig- 
nals from the future that could warn 
disasters Mallett concedes that any practi- 
cal implementation his ideas ways off. 

But, he asserts, his theories are sound. 
criticisms had have not been about 
the physics it. They’ve been questions like, 
‘Are you going [harness] enough energy 
this?’ Technological, engineering ques- 
tions. Not fundamental physics questions.” 

No, Ronald Mallett isn’t building sleek 
metallic vessel, into which some intrepid 
explorer could step for quick jaunt the 
Pleistocene Epoch. “What have developed 
is the basic equations that show there is a 
beginning,” says. But “the [amounts of] 
energy and technology that will needed 
for time travel] are going 
extremely great.” 

Also, it’s very expensive. Just the start-up 
costs for these experiments exceed a quarter 
million dollars. actually see everything 
through to completion might cost $11 million. 

“What need major benefactor, 
the level of Bill Gates,” says Mallett. He sees 
reason why someone with loads filthy 
lucre shouldn’t want help. After 
world where the much-ballyhooed Large 
Hadron Collider cost $10 billion, $11 million 
pocket change. “This potentially could 
complete revolution the way the world is,” 
says. “That money would drop the 
bucket for them.” 

Mallett hoping the Spike Lee film will 
help pique people’s interest enough get 
some capital flowing.

second successful effort from Indian-food master

THE COAST CLEAR lobster mighty fine and easy eat. 


Qa Bay in Harvard Square set a 
new standard for Indian restaurants in 
Boston, and perhaps in the whole country. 
It was like going from black-and-white to 
Technicolor, or flying from Boston to New 
Delhi or London. This second location, 
Tamarind Bay Coastal Cuisine, opened with 
the original chef, Wali Ahmad; a few of 
the best dishes from the first restaurant; 
and an emphasis on New England seafood. 
Although the Brookline location is some- 
what spottier and has a shorter menu than 
Tamarind Bay, it, too, is several cuts above 
the competition. 

Tamarind Bay Coastal’s superiority is 
evident right from the papadum, which 
are fresh and curled around like Frisbees, 
something that doesn’t happen to papa- 
dum at other Indian restaurants. Our ap- 
petizer choices ran to fried morsels. The 
most amazing were cabbage chitwa ($9.95), 
crunchy cakes of red cabbage and onion 
that had the dry maple flavor of fenugreek. 
Then there were crispy cheese tikki ($8.50), 
fritters with some hot red sauce and a slice 
of jalapefio on top. Yum! 

We also had tulsi malai lamb ($10.95), 
five sausages with subtle coriander spicing 
and a sneakier, slower-acting version of 
the red sauce, tempered with mint. Crilled 
scallops ($12.95) are seared with some dry 
and hot spices on a bed of cold spinach with 
seaweed flavor. 

For main-dish seafood, Mangalorean lob- 
ster ($24.95) is mighty fine, presented sort of 
semi-shelled — still easy to eat, but this way 
you know they started with a live lobster — in 


a rich green curry. Masala crab cake ($20.95) 
brings two large patties in a more familiar 
curry laced with cumin and coriander seed. 

For vegetarians, Tamarind Bay Coastal 
is still nirvana. I had to order what I re- 
membered as my favorite thing from the 
Harvard Square restaurant: lalla musa dal 
($14.95). This is a thick brown dish of black 
lentils cooked overnight, meatier than 
most meats, with overtones of butter and 
barbecue. Though I received side dishes 
of the same dal (and basmati rice) with 
other entrées, I was glad to have more of 
it. (Looking on the Internet for a recipe, 

found that Sanjeev Kapoor, chef 
former boss on the Indian TV food show 
Khana Khazana — not to be confused with 
Hannah Montana — features lalla musa dal at 
his chain of Yellow Chilli restaurants. So 
at last we taste the kind of Indian food that 
lights gourmets India.) Puréed red 
pepper may be part of the magic. 

Snake gourd poriyal ($15.95) makes a 
nice green vegetable. Seeded and chopped 
snake gourd has a little more taste than 
most summer squash, and here gets a mild 
spice from some sautéed mustard seeds 
(richness, no heat), shredded coconut, and 
fresh curry leaves. On the side, the plain 
rice ($2.95) is excellent basmati and pres- 
ents no distractions. Bhagla bhaat ($6.95), 
described as yogurt rice, is actually a soupy 
dish with lots yogurt and few 
mustard seeds. This cuts any lingering 
chili burn nicely. Sahi naan ($4.50), witha 
filling of almond and a hint of sweetness, 
comes hot out of the tandoor.

Indian beer would be the drink of 
choice, but with some of the dishes you 
could get away with Champagne, such as 
the very well made Cristalino cava brut 
($8.50/split) from Spain. The impact of this 
fine dry sparkler is somewhat lost in Cham- 
pagne cocktails, such as a gulab ($10.50), 
in which it’s cut with pomegranate, like 
a kind of tropical kir. A Mumbai martini 
($8.50) has nothing to do with a martini, 
except for the glass. It’s a sweet cocktail of 
mango and whatever. 

Dessert is not a strong course here. 

The best we had was tomato kulfi ($5), an 
enticing twist on the usual hard sherbets 
that are strongly flavored with cardamom 
and pistachio. This had a smoother texture 
and more subtlety, probably because it was 
house made. Molten chocolate cake ($5) 
wasn't molten — it was stale, saved only by 
some vanilla ice cream. Sweet-potato cake 
($5) Was just a sweet-potato slice with coco- 
nut topping. 

Service on a slow night was excellent. 
The room, previously an ordinary Indian 
restaurant, has been opened to the street 
with French café windows and repaved 
with slate and quarry tile; the walls are 
decorated with modern arts and crafts. 

All these bistro-esque departures from the 
typical Indian restaurant are then tem- 
pered with classical Indian vocal music. 
Bollywood soundtracks would be cooler, but 
perhaps déclassé. 

The most obvious compromise in the 
second location has been chili-pepper 
intensity, probably so as not to overwhelm 
delicate New England seafood. Next sum- 
mer, let’s connect chef Wali with some 
fresh bluefish. Meanwhile, he should get 
into crabs, cherrystone clams, and maybe 
some tuna — those might relight his fire. 
And the dessert list needs reinforcements. 
But Tamarind Bay Coastal Cuisine is a 
worthy running mate on a ticket that was 
already winning bya landslide. ©

Since Dorothy Parker died, in 1967, 

Carrie Fisher is probably the most 
hilarious screwed-up person alive. Keally, 
she’s as funny as Dame Edna Everage and as 
screwed-up Britney Spears crossed with 
Sylvia Plath. In her one-woman show Wish- 
ful Drinking (presented the Huntington 
Theatre Company the Boston University 
Theatre through October 26), this scion of 
Hollywood royalty lets her pimpled personal 
history hang out, from childhood caught 
Star Wars icon hairmuffs adulthood 
spent the lusty embrace drugs, alcohol, 
manic depression, and Paul Simon. Lumpy, 
candid, and caustic at 52, the artist formerly 
known Princess Leia sprinkles wry humor 
like heavy pixie dust across her cautionary 
tale life that “if weren’t funny would 
just true and that unacceptable.” 

Not only Fisher’s on-stage memoir im- 
mensely entertaining, it’s been 
with multimedia accouterments uncommon 
one-person show. There contempo- 
rary living-room set backed roiling orange 
and montage projections. Fisher enters 
warbling “Happy Days Are Here Again” 
newspaper headlines fly behind her chroni- 
cling events from the severing America’s 
sweethearts — her parents, Eddie Fisher 
and Debbie Reynolds her own hospi- 
talizations and bad reviews.

Concerto Barocco reminded what wonderful 
role this for Pavel Gurevich, who remained 
upright and elegant while twining with the 
shorter women; his Rie Ichikawa, 
failed only her tendency rush the music. 

The party pieces were less successful. 
The highlight the excerpts from Sabrina 
ein von viel was Freda Locker’s 
incisive playing the variations;

dinary comparison. Erica Cornejo and 
Carlos Molina seemed wasted the pas 
deux from Spartacus, though Cornejo 
did nice impression Maria West Side 
Story, and the one-hand-lift-while-running- 
around-the-stage drew oohs and aahs.

Turn the corner into one the final gal- 
leries Tara Donovan’s new show the 
Institute of Contemporary Art and you 
come upon giant cell-like thing bulging 
and bubbling down from the ceiling. Its 
ingredients sound mundane: Untitled (Sty- 
rofoam Cups) (2004/2008) features hundreds 
styrofoam cups hot-glued side side 
and hung from above. But somehow these 
cups and you can always tell they’re 
cups become something else. They’re 
lit from behind they seem glow. And 
you walk below them, they resemble 
clouds or, Donovan has said, “ice that 
covers a lake or ocean, but you’re under- 
neath that ice, looking up.” 

Last month, the Brooklyn sculptor 
was named MacArthur Fellow that 
is, she received what’s known the 
$500,000 “genius grant.” Here you can 
see why: her sculptures are filled with 
surprises she finds the extraordinary 
the ordinary, turning masses quo- 
tidian materials like styrofoam cups into 
gee-whiz sculptures resembling bubbles, 
rocks, seas, and other forces nature. 
They seem like dreamed 
mad-scientist Martha Stewart tinker- 
ing her cellar late night. They radi- 
ate the satisfying certainty that course 
disposable cups toothpicks drink- 
ing straws have this amazing secret life 
when they’re not working their day jobs, 
and that of course this is what they were 
always meant even though you’ve 
never seen them before. 

Organized ICA curators Nicholas Bau- 
and Jen Mergel, the exhibit, the first 
museum survey of the 38-year-old’s career, 
assembles 16 pieces from 1996 to 2008. Like 
the ICA’s Anish Kapoor survey this summer, 
it’s one the best shows seen around here 
this year. Perhaps the ICA has found its 
footing and roll after mediocre first 
year its new building. 

One night, back the mid 1990s, 
Donovan was making porcupiny sculp- 
tures sticking potatoes full tooth- 
picks.

Three 
(overlapping) styles sculpture dominate 
the art world these days: accumulations 
found junk, “crafty” art (traditional 
crafts like knitting embroidery turned 
to fine-art ends), and kinder, gentler min- 
imalism. cubes signal her debt 
1960s Minimalism basic geometric 
forms, repetition, focus the subtle 
relationships among objects, the viewer, 
and the space they share. 

Classic Minimalism favored the 
materials of factories (bricks, sheets 
of steel, fluorescent lights) presented 
it-is-what-it-is fashion. tended 
severe, hard-edged, macho, buttoned- 
stuff predicated the notion that 
you concentrate hard enough and 
are worthy, you might discover transcen- 
dence. Donovan deploys mass-produced 
materials, but hers come from home and 
office tape, toothpicks, disposable 
cups. Via massing few dozen cups 
just few dozen cups, but million cups 
something else) and optical illusion,

she magics her ordinary stuff into acces- 
sible spectacles and, when she’s really 
on, something sublime. 

What makes her work catchy? 

Part it’s the irresistible associations. 
Stacked, glued-together buttons re- 
semble icy stalagmites; loops Scotch 
tape creep across floor like colonizing 
frosty moss; large rolls adding-ma- 
chine paper resemble the ends of logs; 
rings silvery mylar tape spread and 
across a wall like cells or bubbles; black 
and silver mylar bulbs resemble coral 
disco balls magic Yet ev- 
erything she uses remains indisputably 
identifiable as exactly what it is. 

Donovan followed up Untitled (Styrofoam 
Cups) with its inverse, Untitled (Plastic Cups) 
(2006/2008). Here more than a million 
plastic cups are stacked across the floor 
in a rectangular field that fills most of 
large gallery. The shifting heights 
the stacks make the thing seem undu- 
late. It resembles a topographical map 
mountains rolling sea. (Is there 
pun here about cups that hold fluids 
becoming fluid?) The various accumula- 
tions cups give off different hues 
buttery glow the peaks and darker 
cast the troughs. the edges you can 
identify the individual cups, all the same 
size and color. But when you scan the 
expanse, your eyes struggle focus. It’s 
pleasantly disorienting. 

But doesn’t achieve the how-did- 
she-do-that wonder the pin and the 
toothpick cubes, or Haze (2005), her best 
piece here. The title apt: it’s hard 
see the thing, which seems shift and 
flicker like vapor. wasn’t got 
close that I was able to detect its mate- 
rial: thousands translucent plastic 
drinking straws cut different lengths 
and filling entire wall. (Earlier incar- 
nations were held place gravity, but 
here caulking the back anchors the 
straws.) isolation single 
materials limits her color palette. Much 
her work features various tones plas- 
tic and it’s bit unsettling observe 
that she builds ever greater 
numbers, it goes from translucent or 
frosty white to buttery to oily brown. 

As you walk past Haze (2005), as your 
eyes catch different straws, lumps and 
fissures appear, and the piece shimmers 
like dragon skin. You witness 
mix of hard-turned-soft, of solid-turned- 
vaporous, gravity, fragility, mystery, 
sleight-of-hand, uncertainty, stillness. 
strange and marvelous alchemy.

(whose finale aired this past Tuesday on Bra- 
vo) — specialize in deflecting and absorbing 
the cruel agonies of their jobs. Much has al- 
ready been written and gossiped about these 
shows, and though the details differ (in a 
masthead shake-up, Slowey gets blamed 
for undercutting former Elle fashion direc- 
tor Nina Garcia; Zoe was recently dubbed a 
“pox on humanity” by Times television critic 
Bellafante), the premise the same. 
These women have chosen put themselves 
forward as the face of two distinct fashion 
brands, and thus they’re fair game for the 
kind vicious public judgment usually 
for badly photo-shopped actresses, 
designers entering rehab, and models who 
eat dirt on the catwalk.

After 
entering and tossing her coat onto faceless 
assistant’s desk, she strides into a room, 
purses her lips, and doles out cold 
little introductory speech: “If you’re going 
live world, you either get you don’t. 
let’s see anyone gets it.” Challenges 
range from preparing her breakfast tray (“I 
only almonds soaked overnight”) 
dressing mannequins with pre-selected 
pieces. The contestants themselves are 
and tediously bitchy; Slowey’s 
staged, sniping critiques their work actu- 
ally feel refreshing comparison. 

But some the aspiring sartorialists talk 
about fashion with the same reverent awe 
Zoe, veteran Hollywood stylist-turned- 
household-name. The Rachel Zoe Project less 
a reality show than a docudrama about a 
woman who has risen the top without 
becoming jaded.

Sure, she looks 
patently ridiculous clutching a Starbucks 
Venti in a tiny hand festooned with vintage 
cocktail rings, drowning in her fur capelets, 
and barking her assistants “figure 
out” while scrolling through her BlackBerry. 
Still, she has soft side that’s pure enter- 
tainment. When she sits front row at a New 
York Fashion Week show, it’s all she can do 
not hold back girlish grin delight.

Deerhoof loosen Offend Maggie

hen ask Deerhoof 
drummer Greg Saunier 
about the mythological 
references their new 
Offend Maggie (Kill Rock 
Stars), he makes no mention of the “Ro- 
man god wonderers” exclamations 
“Oh Charon” peppered throughout. In- 
stead, he riffs on the question itself, 
offering bit perspective: “When Rob 
Fisk started Deerhoof years ago, was 
bass solo.” 

There’s doubt that from the heaving 
squalls of noise in their 1997 debut, The 
Man, the King, the Girl, to the rigid, slanted 
rock 2007’s Friend Opportunity, the San 
band have come long 
way. In the mercurial world of indie rock, 
where blog-sized turnovers taste and 
favor can sour the brightest hopes, 
years and nine albums eternity. 
read Saunier’s version of it (we’re e-mail- 
ing) see Fisk’s bass the protozoan 
from which a fully-limbed Deerhoof have 
slowly emerged, hammering away 
their singular, convulsive noise pop. 

The last few years, especially, have 
seen golden age sorts for the band. 
Even they became known one 
indie rock’s most experimental acts (re- 
views Deerhoof records are rich with 
scientific-sounding adjectives), they’ve 
maintained staggeringly high level 
audience support and critical approba- 
tion. Since their debut, the nucleus of 
their sound has remained, hard-edged 
pile-up guitar hooks, ambient back- 
drops, and chirpy and often inscrutable 
lyrics from vocalist Satomi Matsuzaki, 
whose native Japanese peppers the mostly 
English verses. 

Their two previous records, The Runners 
Four and Friend Opportunity, which saw them 
tweak their shambolic beginnings into 
tight, sample-sized jumbles pop insou- 
ciance, garnered the band their highest 
marks. And they’ve been funneling their 
sound into all sorts unexpected venues: 
staging 2004’s Milk Man ballet with the 
help schoolchildren North Haven, 
Maine; scoring and performing silent- 
film soundtrack; and, most recently, 
“leaking” the sheet music Offend Maggie’s 
lead single “Fresh Born,” with the request 
that fans post their covers YouTube. 

When compared with her older peers, 
Offend Maggie sounds loose and effortless. 
According to Saunier, this may have had 
something with the recent inclu- 
sion guitarist Rodriguez. 
always been the type group where ev- 
erybody writes their songs separately. 
jamming and no noodling. But this time 
we really tried to relax... . Ed was a big

part that because the songs brought 
were sketchy, had choice but 
work them out collaboratively, had 
choice but jam.” Nowhere that 
more evident than “Snoopy Waves,” 
loose, beachy track with scratchy guitars, 
their paean sport, “Basket Ball 
Get Your Groove Back,” daze sluggish 
grooves punctuated court- 
side howls (“Pivot!” “Dribble!”). Even 
opener “The Tears and Love of Music,” 
with its spastic hook, settles into easy 
back-and-forth after its electric start. Al- 
though there are many sonic left turns 
as there are on any Deerhoof release, 
everything’s little bit smoother, little 
less regimented. 

Of course, many of the quintessen- 
tially Deerhoofian gestures remain: the 
melodies still come odd angles; 
front and center; every now and thena 
megawatt riff kicks and sets everything 
straight. (That’s their oldest trick, and 
one they never shy away from.) Matsuza- 
ki’s lyrics are still the non-sequitur poesy 
that have made the band target criti- 
cism. And though her subjects are left- 
field there’s “Buck and Judy,” cowboy 
take the tale Adam and Eve, and “My 
Purple Past,” which stars sailor who 
rides horses it’s not all tea leaves: 
“Eaguru Curu,” fidgety, harried reading 


—— 


American politics can snatched from 
nervous tone and the scurry- 
ing guitar lines. 

Saunier’s moonlighting mixer and 
producer for the spasmodic, genre-twist- 
ing Xiu Xiu and for Matsuzaki’s side proj- 
ect, Oneone, proved a boost for the Offend 
Maggie sessions. The high-gloss production 
techniques that bubbled Reveille and 
permeated The Runners Four are full force 
here, with every sound bristling and coo- 
ing the right spots. “What picked 
from Jamie Stewart is sheer speed,” he says 
his work with the Xiu Xiu frontman. 
“Everything’s impulse with him 
start mumbling something from the 
back of the room about maybe overdub- 
bing bass part, he’s got the bass hooked 
up before my sentence is even finished. 

I really learned a lot from that, that level 

self-trust and also trust everyone 
there, whatever idea they might have. 
Deerhoof much more shy, al- 
ways ashamed to show or tell our ideas, so 
everything moves snail’s pace com- 
parison.” Matsuzaki corroborates, pointing 
out that even the cover art came in, the 
track list was being ordered and reordered.

The 
guitars of Rodriguez and John 
Dieterich spew licks from sev- 
eral different genres, often 
within the space the same 
song, moving from starlit ar- 
peggios twiny, post-punk 
lines the span seconds 
(“Fresh Born”). This stylistic 
fluency lies the blinder- 
off view they take of music. 
Saunier: “I’ve never believed 
there was really a difference 
between art and pop music. 
Our songs sound like pop 
music when we play on elec- 
tric guitars, but they would 
sound like classical music 
you played them violins. 
Maybe you played 
saxophones would sound 
like jazz.” And for band 
always abided the 
two-minute track, they’ve experimented 
with even more minute structures. The 
daffy “This God Speaking,” song not 
much longer than your average com- 
mercial spot, features Matsuzaki jabber- 
ing into over porcelain tinkles and, 
very possibly, udon-esque thump. 
the outset the self-reflexive “Don’t Get 
Born,” Matsuzaki announces, “30 seconds 
will alive.” Less than minute later, 
the song ends, taking its hazy tumbles 
guitar with it. 

Anyone surveying the compositional 
dime turns and willfully 
simple and eclectic lyrics might find 
key Deerhoof’s work Offend 
cover. They have tradition artist-de- 
signed cover art; this time out, they chose 
Tomoo Gokita, whose paintings they 
admired when they played art fair 
last year. Matsuzaki: “His art is always 
monochrome and super-realistic, almost 
grotesque. Then parts them are often 
missing.” Indeed, the muscle-bound man 
Offend cover faceless. “It's 
more hopeful and positive leave space 
for audiences and viewers.

Deriving their name from Elvish-lan- 
guage name for Lord the Rings’ Mount Doom, 
Amon Amarth have always catered metal 

audience that craves, along with the blus- 
ter and aggression, big sounds and bigger 
myths. How crucial is the mythology to the 
music? don’t know the myth crucial 
to it. There’s a lot of interesting subjects in 
mythology bring into metal, but think 
that ultimately it’s about writing good songs.

Internets threaten Kid Rock, Steven Tyler, and sexy bits 


Say what you will about KID ROCK ahead, say it, 

even pause the column for second while you dig 
some quips from your well-thumbed Jeff Foxworthy joke 
book but will not allow you deny that the man isa 
fucking artiste. Like many rock greats before him, sees 
his albums cohesive musical experiences that can’t 
chopped apart into singles. This view puts him odds with 
the likes STEVE JOBS, the soulless Apple fat cat who be- 
lieves that all albums must butchered context and sold 
chunks the slavering digital masses. Their disagree- 
ment, along with the famously artist-unfriendly iTunes 
rates, has made the stringy-haired cowboy rebel one 
the last holdouts against the digital juggernaut. 

Kid Rock’s refusal to put his major-label material on 
iTunes has coincided with period great commercial 
success. Even without digital sales, his ridiculous single 
“All Summer Long” has been solid hit the strength 
heavy touring and steady airplay which surprising, 
since the track seems custom-designed patently of- 
fensive to rock fans.

Leon Fleisher 80, Harry Christophers with the Handel and Haydn Society,

here was hardly a concert I was 
more eager to hear than the Celeb- 
rity Series Boston’s celebration 
pianist Leon Fleisher’s 8oth birth- 
day. This profound artist student 
of Artur Schnabel) is also a scintillating tech- 
nician. His recordings are legendary. And 
so is his story: the loss of the use of his right 
hand (from focal dystonia) his prime, 
his four-decade search for a cure, his con- 
ducting, his performances the left-hand 
repertoire, his finally regaining some use 
of his right hand, his becoming a 2007 Ken- 
nedy Center Honoree. He’s now giving 80th- 
birthday concerts he calls “Leon Fleisher & 
Friends,” with three his former students: 
the Soviet-born Israeli virtuoso Yefim Bronf- 
man, the insightful young American Jona- 
than Biss, and Katherine Jacobson Fleisher, 
his wife. Carnegie Hall, they played the 
same program heard two days later Jor- 
dan Hall. | was expecting to love it. I’m sorry 
to say I didn’t — at least, not all of it. 

“In these times turmoil,” Fleisher an- 
nounced, it would be “salutary” to offer a 
“Triple-A” concert: “Anthems Against Acri- 
mony,” a series of calmly passionate works 
ending not calmly with own 
piano transcription his cataclysmic valse. 
Fleisher’s most satisfying and moving per- 
formance was his first, pianist Egon 
heavenly transcription Bach’s “Sheep may 
safely graze” soprano aria from secular, 
mythological cantata), with some of the key- 
board’s most exquisite counterpoint. Fleisher 
lost his touch other pianist has 
that glittering, limpid, instantly identifiable 
tone and the unfussy yet uncannily illumi- 
nating phrasing. Even playing the same pia- 
no, the other three never sounded like him. 

The Bach was Fleisher’s only solo. He 
played four-hand pieces with each his 
partners (always at the low end), in alterna- 
tion with their own solos. Bronfman deliv- 
ered supple but mild Schumann Arabeske 
and Biss strong Beethoven E-minor sonata 
(Opus 90) with particularly rhapsodic sec- 
ond movement. But Jacobson Fleisher made 
Mozart’s sublime A-minor Rondo seem 
uneventful, with little sense of emotional 
content dramatic arc. (Schnabel has the 
great, bone-chilling recording.) Biss joined 
Fleisher in Schubert's F-minor Fantasie, 
but this infinitely piercing piece somehow 
wasn't very moving. Was too fast? Too 
slow? piano-playing friend pointed out 
that domination over the pedal 
prevented Biss from making any dynamic 
changes the melodic line.) Fleisher and 
Bronfman gave piano versions 
of three lively and rapturous Slavonic Dances, 
but they were more lilting than rapturous.

Something old, something new 

The clerestory lunette windows at Sym- 
phony Hall were boarded the early 1940s

Too much sounds 
like Copland and Britten, with little Mahler 
and Concerto for Orchestra (another 

BSO commission). Previn doesn’t have the 
most incisive beat, so timpanist Timothy 
Genis was crucial the momentum the 
Beethoven Fourth Symphony and violinist Gil 
Shaham to the Stravinsky Violin Concerto, 
though Shaham’s rich tone isn’t ideal for 
Stravinsky’s sinewy leanness. 

Excitement was in the air last Friday even 
before the concert started. James Levine was 
conducting his first Mahler Sixth Symphony 
Symphony Hall. (He last led with the 
BSO in 1972, at his first Tanglewood concert.) 
That excitement never abated. allowed 
the long opening Allegro energico morph 
from ferocious march into church chorale 
and youthfully impassioned love song (Alma 
Mahler considered this her theme) with a 
rhythmic underpinning that turned all 
the disparate parts into emotional jug- 
gernaut. The otherworldly Andante, with 
John Ferrillo’s poignant oboe, was an oasis of 
vision paradise that balanced the 
first movement’s ongoing battles for life and 
love (worldly and spiritual). The Scherzo, a 
kind sinister parody the first movement, 
yanked back into the real world, carom- 
ing between nasty, shivery shrieking and the 
delicate, almost comic nostalgia 
fatherly” minuet. In the Finale, heroism 
(nine raised horns!) and mysterious visions 
(harp glissandi, off-stage cowbells, celesta) 
were, with victory sight, crushed three 
(though Mahler deleted the last one) hammer 
blows, the form giant croquet mallet. 
The playing was thrilling (though with few 
glitches, like not quite unison pizzicato 
the very end). Maybe not the most under- 
stated performance Sym- 
phony, but overpowering. 

This was the first time Levine had ever 
conducted the two middle movements 
the order Mahler himself settled on: An- 
dante, Scherzo. A controversy exists because 

in Mahler’s first published score, the calm 
Andante comes after the nasty Scherzo and 
that’s what you hear most recordings. 
Saturday, Levine did it that way. Both ver- 
sions have their fervent advocates, though 
the transition from the relentless energy 
the opening the ecstatic stasis the 
Andante one Mahler’s most moving pas- 
sages, and this more equally weighted order 
closer the classical model Haydn and 
Mozart.

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Scissormen razor sharp Luck Hurry 


“There are lot people that play 
the blues with too much reverence. 


And that’s the reason that most blues 
sucks,” says Scissormen frontman (and 
Phoenix contributor) Ted Drozdowski. “I 
think it’s your responsibility kick the 
music’s ass.” That’s not to say there isn’t 
fine line between reverence and respect, 
of course. “You have to respect it. Just 
like you have respect tiger you run 
across one the jungle.” 

Drozdowski was struck 
recently by the reaction 
young fans after Scis- 
sormen’s set at this year’s 
Bonnaroo. “They'd come 
and say stuff like, 
really like you guys, but 
we never listen to blues. 
We thought the blues was 
boring.’ ” 

In Scissormen’s hands, it’s anything 
but. No 4/4 Chicago shuffles or straight- 
ahead Texas blues here. Instead, the 
nine Delta-mud-caked originals and two 
covers — Son House’s “Death Letter” and 
“John the Revelator” — on Scissormen’s 
new CD, Luck ina Hurry (Barking Koala/ 
Vizztone), are hurtling, bone-shaking, 
sulfur-smoking firebombs. 

There are moments of respite. “When 
the Devil Calls” pure front-porch solo- 
acoustic moan. And the mellow “Mattie 
Sweet Mattie” — in what Drozdowski says 
is a nod to the Memphis Jug Band of the 
"20s and '30s — is adorned with wobbly 
piano trills and quavering violin. But 
and large, he tells me, the mandate was 
simple: “Make it noisy.”

And “Whiskey and Maryjane” is 
a stomping paean to the joys of getting 
good and fucked up, with a larynx-lacer- 
ating vocal turn from the Mighty Mighty 
Bosstones’ Dicky Barrett.

RETURN BAND’S BAND

Like the Velvet Underground, the Feelies 
have had greater impact other bands 
than general audience. That explains 
why after years and four albums to-

; in 1992. Now, nearly 16 years farther on, 

they’re back and it’s they’d never 
left.

That 
day appears to be today, for English 
and Spanish speakers alike. Un Dia 
takes everything the former Argen- 
tine TV star used to establish her 
musical style in the 12 years since 
she released her first album — her 
sometimes grainy voice, folk-lean- 
ing acoustic guitar, odd sampled 
sounds, and an impossible degree of 
looping — and shows Molina’s mu- 
Sic in its weirdest, most mesmer- 
izing, ideal version of itself. That 
includes her vocals, which may be 
the most important experimental 
instrument on the album. “Mo- 
mo, Me-me, mo-mo,” she squeaks 
nonsensically on “Vive Solo, over 
high-pitched horror-movie violins 
with a heavily traipsing synth 
bass line.
